PresidenfRepeats That No Good Cor- 


poration Need Fear the Law—All 


Others Should Look Out. 


WHAT PRESIDENT WANTS 


Washington, Dec. 3.—The annual message of the president of the 


United States to congress was read In both branches .today. 
The lull 


text of President Roosevelt's message Is as follows: 
To the Senate and House of Repre- 


sentatives: 
No nation has greater resources 


than ours, and I think It can be 
truthfully said that the citizens of no 
nation possess greater energy and in- 
dustrial ability. In-no nation are the 
fundamental 
business 
conditions 


sounder than In ours at this very mo- 
ment, and It Is foolish, when such Is 
the case, for people to hoard money 
instead of keeping It In sound banks, 
for It Is such hoarding that is the'im- 
mediate occasion of money string- 
ency. Moreover, as a rule, the busi- 
ness ot our people Is conducted with 
honesty and probity, and this applies 
alike to farms and factories, to rail- 
roads and banks, to all oar legitimate 
commercial enterprises. 


In any large body of men, however, 


there are certain to be some who are 
dishonest, and if the conditions are 
•uch that these men prosper or com- 
mit their misdeeds 
with 
impunity 


their example is a very evil thing for 
the community. Where these men are 
business men ot great sagacity and of 
temperament both unscrupulous and 
reckless and where the conditions are 
such that they act without supervi- 
sion or control and at first without 
effective check from public opinion 
they delude many Innocent people In- 
to making Investments or embarking 
In kinds ot business that are really 
uniound. When the misdeeds of these 
successfully dishonest men are dis- 
covered, suffering comes not only up- 
on them, but upon the Innbcent men 
whom they have misled. It Is a pain- 
ful awakening whenever It occurs, and 
naturally when It does occur thoso 
who suffer are apt to forget that the 
longer It was deferred the more pain- 
ful It would be. In the effort to pun- 
ish the guilty it Is both wise and prop- 
er to endeavor, so far as possible, to 
minimize the distress of those who 
have been misled by the guilty. Yet 
it is not possible to refrain because 
of such distress from striving to put 
an end to the misdeeds that are the 
ultimate causes of the suffering and 
as a means to this end where possible 
to punish those responsible for them. 
There may be honest differences of 
opinion as to many governmental pol- 
icies, but surely there can be no such 


differences as to the need of unflinch. 
Ing perseverance in the war against 
successful dishonesty. 


In my message to the congress on 


Dec. 5, 1905. I said: 


"If the folly of man mars the gen- 


erad well being, then those who are 
Innocent of the folly will have to pay 
part of the penalty incurred by those 
who are guilty of tho folly. A panic 
brought on by the speculative folly of 
part of the business community would 
hurt the whole business community, 
but such stoppage of welfare, though 
It might be severe, would not be last- 
ing. In the long run the one vital fac- 
tor in the permanent prosperity of the 
country is the high Individual char- 
acter of the average American cltl 
zen, no matter whether his work be 
mental or manual, whether 
he be 


farmer or wage-worker, business man 
or professional man. 


"In our Industrial and social sys- 


tem the interests of all men are so 
closely Intertwined that In the im 
mense majority of cases a straight 
dealing man who by his efficiency, by 
his Ingenuity and Industry benefits 
himself must also benefit others. Nor- 
mally the man of great productive ca- 
pacity who becomes rich by guiding 
the labor of many other men does so 
by enabling them to produce more 
than they could produce without his 
.guidance, and both he and they share 
In tho benefit which comes also to the 
public at large. The superficial fact 
that tho sharing may be unequal must 
never blind us to the underlying fact 
that there is this sharing and that 
the benefit comes In some degree to 
each man concerned. 
Normally the 


wageworker, the man of small means 
and the average consumer, as well 
as the average producer, are all alike 
helped by making conditions such that 
the man of exceptional business abil- 
ity receives an exceptional 
reward 


for his ability. Something can be done 
by legislation to holp 
the 
general 


prosperity, but no such help of a per- 
manently beneficial character can be 
given to the less able and less fortu- 
nate save as tho results of a policy 
which shall inure to the advantage of

YMr Payne, from the committee ap- 
pointed by the house to notify the 
president that congress had met and 
was ready to receive any communica- 
tion he might wish to make, reported 
thfet a message would soon be sent to 
the house.

portant that he would have it read at 
once. The paper proved to be a mes- 
sage from the Oklahoma legislature 
to the house of representatives.

brief recess, the president's secretary 
appeared at the door of the hall and 
at once the message of the president 
was laid 
before the house by the 


speaker and Its reading begun by the 
clerk.

Head Executive Man of the 


American Company is 


a Witness. 


Indianapolis, Dec. 3.—James Zim- 


merman, of New York, general agent 
of the American Express company, 
testified before the Indiana railroad 
commission In the Investigation into 
the rates charged by express com- 
panies In Indiana, admitting there had 
been some reduction In express rates 
In the east a number of years ago, 
but he was unable to say whether 
there was a compensating increase in 
the volume of business or in the earn- 
ings of the company. 


He said also that when, changes In 


rates were made these changes were 
made on the 
recommendations of 


superintendents who' were acquainted 
with the conditions In the locality af- 
fected by the change. 


The witness also admitted that the 


company probably would lower a rata 
when It believed that the Increased 
business would compensate for the 
reduction made. 
He asserted also 


that the express rate would most4ike- 
ly be lowered more in a thickly popu- 
lated part of the country than In a 
sparsely settled region. 


Pittsburg, Pa., Dec. 3.—Twenty-five 


of the miners caught by an explosion 
of fire damp early Sunday night In the 
Naomi mine of the United Coal com- 
pany, located near Fayette City. 35 
miles south of this city, had been 
reached by the rescuers at four o'clock 
this morning. All were dead and their 
bodies were burned and charred al- 
most beyond recognition. 


The rescuers are now nearing the 


end of the workings and they have 
found no sign of life anywhere. 


In the opinion of the owners ot the 


mine, few If any more victims will be 
found, but among miners In the vil- 
lage there Is a firm belief the total 
number of victims Is between 40 and 
50. 


After finding eleven bodies near the 


twenty-ninth entry shortly before mid- 
night tho rescuers went to work with 
'renewed energy to explore the remain- 
Ing seven entries. 


There are thirty-six entries in all, 


and until the last of these has been 
searched, the full extent of the dis- 
aster will not be known. Because of 
accumulation of gas, the work of res- 
cue in the remote sections of the mine 
Is greatly empeded. 


Pear Second Explosion. 


A second explosion Is a constant 


menace and every precaution Is being 
taken to avert such a catastrophe. 


Eleven bodies were found at entry 


twenty-nine shortly before midnight 
but were not brought to tho surface 
until morning, because the rescuers 
did not want to delay the search by 
taking them up and because It was de- 
sired to disperse the big waiting crowd 
that surrounded the shaft.

When the steamer struck the seas 


swept over her and for hours the pas- 
sengers, including 
200 women and 


children, stood waist deep In water. 
All suffered terribly. As soon as order 
was restored a line was taken ashore 
from the vessel and 
by means of 


baskets the women and children were 
transferred to 
the 
island. 
Within 


three hours all were landed safely 
without accident. The fishing schoon- 
ers, Hazel. Virginia and Guide, and 
the tug Trusty, assisted in the res- 
cue, together 
with boats 
from the 


mainland. The male passengers were 
taken off In fishermen's dories.

St. Petersburg, Dec. 3 —W. H. Taft, 


the American secretary of war, and 
his party arrived in this city today 
from Moscow. 


The visitors were met at the rail- 


road station by a deputation of officers 
representing the minister of war, the 
military governor and other officials 
o£ St. Petersburg. 


Among those at the station, were 


Count Konitz, who has been appointed 
imperial aide to Secretary Taft dur- 
ing his stay here. 
The secretary and 


party took up their quarters in the 
Hotel L'Europe. 
The secretary, ac- 


companied by Brigadier General Clar- 
ence R. Edwards, Montgomery Schuy- 
ler, Jr., the American charge d'affairs, 
and Captain S. L. Slocum, the Ameri- 
can military attache at St. Petersburg 
went later to see Foreign Minister 
Iswolsky and General Rudiger, 
the 


minister of war and then called upon 
Grand Dukes Nicholas Nicholievitch, 
Alexander Michaelovltch and half a 
dozen others. 


Could Not Visit the Duma. 


Secretary Taft had desired to visit 


the duma, where an Interesting ses- 
sion is expected this afternoon, but 
this was made impossible by the late 
hour at which his train arrived here. 
The carriages of the American embas- 
sy in which the secretary drove while 
paying his 
calls, 
were 
recognized 


everywhere and "General Taft," as he 
is called here, was cheered again and 
again. 
The Rossla, the official organ 


of the government, says: "The high 
position and the personal merits of 
Secretary Taft explain the heartiness 
of his reception and the honor of an 
audience of the emperor; but It Is a 
mistake to suppose that his visit is In 
any way connected with a change in 
the international policy 
of 
Russia. 


There Is no truth In the rumors that 
we are to give a base for an American 
fleet anywhere on the Pacific."

was delivered by justice Stafford, in 
United States criminal court number 
one at 4:17 o'clock yesterday after- 
noon took Its first ballot 25 minutes 
after entering the jury room. 
No 


agreement was then reached, the vote 
being nine for acquittal and three for 
manslaughter. 
Arguments followed 


and an hour later two of the three 
joined those for acquittal. The lone 
juror. Julius H. Prlgg, who stood out 
for manslaughter, finally yielded at 
1:20 o'clock this morning, when the 
final ballot was taken. 


Almost three quarters of an hour be- 


fore the time for tho opening of court 
at 10 o'clock tho court room began 
to fill with spectators.

Noakes testified that under

rection of Finley and Powers he took 
a body of men to Frankfort in No- 
vember, 1899, while the state election 
board was in session, for the purpose 
of intimidating that body. 
He said 


he had instructions t> see justice was 
had or to "hang" the election commis- 
sioners. 


Bradley Disapproved. 


' After reaching FranKfort he was 
told by Finley to take the men back 
to the mountains as Governor Bradley 
would not approve of the plan. 
The 


witness detailed a conversation with 
Powers on the train near Barbour- 
ville, Ky., in which he said Powers 
asked him to organize a military com- 
pany and go to Frankfort, Powers 
saying in regard to the contest then 
pending that the "contest will amount 
to nothing as Goebel is as good as 
dead." On cross examination Noakes 
could not. give exact" dates and other 
details In regard to these conversa- 
tions. 


James Howard was brought here

Howard is now serving a life sentence 
for the same crime charged against 
Powers.

THE PRESIDENT'S MESSAGE. 


The most important phase of the 


president's annual message, transmit- 
ted to congress today, and the phase 
most eagerly awaited by business, big 
and little, Is that which deals with 
corporations. Recent financial distrac- 
tion and a consequent business de- 
pression have been ascribed in cer- 
tain quarters to the Roosevelt policy 
of bringing predatory wealth to some

accounting with the law. It Is but nat- 
ural that, with the message coming 
veritably on the heels of the flurry, 
there should be intense eagerness to 
know whether the president Is dis- 
posed to "back up." He is not, as the 
message plainly discloses. He. quotes 
approvingly from former messages 
and from other public utterances of 
his own what he has had to say on 
this subject. 
Mr. Roosevelt 
still 


thinks wicked corporations should be 
prosecuted and punished. But he does 
not believe all corporations, trusts and 
combines are wicked. He recognizes 
combination as a positive tendency of 
the times and he would not destroy 
it, but would regulate it by ample fed- 
eral control. To sort out the good for 
regulation and protection and to de- 
vote tha bad to destruction by law 
seems to sum up his policy. To this 
end he strongly urges such modifica- 
tion of the Sherman anti-trust law as 
will permit corporation consolidations 
to exist and do inter-state business un- 
der the law. He would have the 
railroads enabled to effect and operate 
under such alliances and consolida- 
tions as would Inure to the good both 
of the railroads and the public. In a 
word, Mr. Aoosevelt again repeats 
what he often has said, that no good 
corporation need fear the law. He 
recommends stringent federal Inspec- 
tion of all corporations doing an Inter- 
state business In such, manner as will 
enable tho public to have information 
of their capital, their business and all 
pertaining to them that cnn bo of In- 
terest to the public and to Investors In 
stocks. 
The president calls atten- 


tion to tha operation of the nation- 
al banking law as a most beneficent 
example of federal supervision and 
control nnd along with this he cites 
tho wild outcry and frenzied opposi- 
tion provoked by tho pure food law 
and tho meat Inspection measure by 
tho interests directly affected ns show- 
ing how mistaken and unreasonable 
these antagonisms were In tho light of 
the benefits that have followed {he 
operation of those laws, measures 
which have conferred benefits nllkc 
upon honest business and the public. 
The business Interests so affected arc 
better off under tho law than without, 
says the president. "The benefit to 
Interstate common carriers nnd busi- 
ness concerns from tha legislation T 
advocate would bo equally marked," 
ho asserts In conclusion. 


The need ot currency legislation is 


urged upon tho Immediate attention 
of congress, and concerning the weak- 
nesses of the present currency system 
the president quotes at length from 
his message of a- year ago. Ho re- 
frains from recommending In detail 
any plan of reform, but among other 
things advises an Inquiry to determine 
whether or not officers nnd directors 
of national banks should ever be al- 
lowed to loan to themselves. The pres- 
ident recognizes that legislation can- 
not do everything to prevent financial 
distress and panic and forcibly says 
that there Is nothing law can do to 
guard against speculative folly or 
wild extravagance. 
"When an Indi- 


vidual mortgages his home to buy an 
automobile he invites disaster," sen- 
tentlously observes Mr. 
Roosevelt, 


"and when wealthy men, or men who 
pose as such, or are unscrupulously or 
foolishly eager to become such, in- 
dulge in reckless speculation—especi- 
ally if It is accompanied by dishonesty 
—they Jeopardize not only their own 
future, but the future of all their In- 
nocent fellow citizens, for they ex- 
pose the whole business community 10 
panic and distress." 


Discussing the tariff the president 


declares the country is wholly commit- 
ted to the protective principle and 
that any effort to disturb It would In- 
vite disaster, but he says that the 
schedules should be occasionally ex- 
amined to the end that no unfair ad- 
vantage shall be enjoyed by any in- 
terest. Revision Is purely a business 
matter and should so be approached— 
some other time not at the present 
session of congress. 
The eve of a 


national campaign is a bad time to 
meddle with tho tariff, says 
Mr. 


Roosevelt. 
From tho standpoint of 


the republican campaign manager a 
worse time could not well be Imagined. 
After the election the president thinks 
the matter should be taken up. And 
so the standpat crowd are assured of 
at least a temporary nlly In the white 
house. 


The president repeats his recom- 


mendations for an Inheritance tax 
law nnd an Income tax law. Ho is a 
bit skeptical as to tho Income tax bc- 


^ cause of a recent supreme court de- 
• I clslou against that phase of tho demo- 


cratic revenue law of 1894. But upon 
the inheritance tax the president pre- 
sents a strong argument and urges 
his case with extreme \.gor. 


Alluding to federal prosecution of 


wealthy offenders against the laws 
Mr. Roosevelt points out the difficul- 
ties attending an effort to properly 
punish such offenders and urges that 
tbe laws be in some way strengthened 
so that no well-meaning man In busi- 
ness can have excuse for violating 
them and so that real offenders shall 
not escape. 


Among things of interest to labor 


the president recommends some leg- 
islation to limit the widely recognized 
and loudly complained of use of the 
federal injunction. He discusses the 
eight-hour day and recommends its ex- 


j tension in the government service. 
Employers' liability is discussed at 
length and the president believes that 
there should be some law that would 
work automatically to the relief of 
wage-earners suffering from accident, 
either preventable or otherwise. Some 
means for compulsory adjustment of 
labor disputes Is also urged. 


Inland waterways are given much 


space in the message and the presi- 
dent unqualifiedly urges development 
of the nation's great river systems for 
the benefit of commerce and develop- 
ment of industry- 


There are many recommendations 


for strengthening the army, and the 
upbuilding of the navy is urged with 
as much spirit as is disclosed by any 
other part of the message. The presi- 
dent wants at least four new battle- 
ships each year and says that auxil- 
iaries to fighting ships as well as 
many coaling stations are needed to 
give the country its proper naval de- 
velopment. 


The usual variety of purfunctory top- 


ics are discussed in the message, 
among them our foreign relations, 
which evidently are in a state that 
leaves little to be desired. The Insu- 
lar possessions are disposed of In a 
word and a brief paragraph is given to 
Cuba. However, the president prom- 
ises congress tho report of Secretary 
Taft as soon as the head of the war 
department returns from bis trip to 
the Philippines.

THE PLEA OF MR. 


METCAJLF 


Annual Report of Secretary 


Asks an Appropriation .. 


of $69,270,000. 


Washington, Dec. 3.—A recommen- 


dation that congress authorize, at this 
session, the construction of vessels for 
the navy to cost the huge sum of $69,- 
270,000 Is contained in the annual re- 
port oC Secretary of the Navy Metcalf 
just presented 
to President Roose- 


velt. 


Secretary Metcalf points out that, 


while the United States navy at the 
present time is second in efficiency, 
this position is largely due to the fact 
that during the last fiscal year our 
sea strength 
and fighting efficiency 


have been Increased by the comple- 
tion arid delivery of a number of new 
battle ships and cruisers of the larg- 
est and most approved type. 


"We will not maintain this position 


very long," he continues, "unless con- 
gress shall authorize the building of 
additional ships. 
It is of the highest 


importance that old and practically 
obsolete ships be replaced by ships of 
the newest type. It is pretty generally 
conceded that the battle ship is the 
fighting machine, and it is also pretty 
generally conceded that the most ef- 
fective battle ship is the all big gun 
ship of the Delaware type. As com- 
pared with other naval powers, we 
are deficient in destroyers and sub- 
marines, and are also woefully defi- 
cient in colliers." 


Asks Four Big Ships. 


Included in his recommendation for 


increasing the power of the navy are 
four new battle ships of the Dela- 
ware class, to cost approximately $9,- 
500,000 each, or a total of $38,000,000.

OPEN DAY ANP NIGHT. 


Baron Aoki Asked to Report 


on Anti- Jap Feeling in 


United States. 


Washington, Dec. 3.—Ambassador 


Aoki has been summoned to Japan by 
his government to explain personally 
and in detail the precise situation In 
this country In regard to the Japanese 
Immigration problem. 


The ambassador has been making 


very careful Inquiry on his own ac- 
count and through the various Ja- 
panese consular offices into the extent 
of the reported race feeling existing 
in some sections of the United States 
toward Japanese immigrants. Already 
Baron Ishil, one of the secretaries of 
the Japanese interior department, has 
made an investigation of conditions 
existing not only in California, Oregon 
and Washington, but also in British 
Columbia on the north, upon which 
he has based a special report to his 
government. 


Mikado Wants Information. 


But it is believed that the purpose 


of the Japanese government in sum- 
moning Viscount Aoki to Tokio is to 
secure from him information which 
Baron Ishil could not possibly have 
acquired during his 
short stay In 


America regarding the attitude of the 
administration here with particular 
reference to the measures which havo 
recently been applied by the Japanese 
government to restrict the departure 
from Japan to America of the coolie 
element. Also the Japanese govern- 
ment desires a prudent forecast of the 
likelihood of congressional action In 
the direction of legislation providing 
for the exclusion of Japanese immi- 
gration. 
May Not Bs Permanently Away. 
At the Japanese embassy it Is stat- 


ed that the ambassador will probably 
leave Washington for Tokio, by way 
of San Francisco or Victoria, In about 
a fortnight, a fact of which he yester- 
day notified the president and Secre- 
tary Root 
There is no Intimation 


that he is not to return to Washim 
ton. During his absence Mr. Miyaokl, 
the counsellor of the embassy, will be 
in charge of Its affairs. 


ANOTHER VERSION OF IT. 


Japanese Government Incensed by Ba- 


ron Aokl'« Peaceful Attitude, 


Chicago, Dec. 3.—The Tribune today 


prints the following special 
from 


Washington: 
Viscount SIuzo Aokl, ambassador ex- 


traordinary and minister plenipoten- 
tiary from Japan to the United States 
has been recalled. He called at the 
white house and state department to 
day, 'and notified the president and 
Secretary Root of this fact- 


Technlcally he has been <fent for by 


his government to make a personal re 
port a6 to the feeling In this country 
on the exclusion question. Practical 
ly, he will not return to Washington. 


Ambassador Aokl gave notice of his 


recall practically at the same time 
that word was received hero of the 
sailing of the torpedo section of the 
fleet destined for the Pacific. Many 
people may connect the two things to- 
gether. Whether or not Japan con 
Read the Want AdS Today necte'd" them remains to be seen. 


Too Peaceable for MI'kado? 


The only fact which Is positively 


known is that Viscount Aokl has been 
the unswerving friend of the United 
States throughout nil the recent dif- 
ficulties between this country and 
Japan. 


He has been cautious, conservative, 


and friendly to a marked degree. 


There is every reason to assert that 


his recajl, for the purpose of making a 
verbal report, is caused by the fact 
that his government thinks ho has 
been too temperate, too moderate, too 
conservative, too amicable, and, fin- 
ally, too peaceable. 


He has been hero but little over a 


year, having presented his creden- 
tials on May 3, 190C, and his recall at 
this time can bo token as nothing else 
than an expression of disapproval of 
his course on the part of the Japan- 
ese government. 


Many Will See Hostile Act. 


This recall of the Japanese ambas- 


sador has not yet become public, and 
It will not bo given out officially un- 
11 tomorrow. It can hardly fall to ex- 
Ite Interest throughout the world, be- 
ause many people will be sure to In- 
erpret It as an act of hostility on the 
part of the Japanese government, 
vhlle others may be inclined to see 
t in a retort by Japan to the action of 
he president in sending the fleet un- 
er Admiral Evans around to our Pa- 
;lflc coast, which cruise might pos- 
;lbly be taken as a threat, against 
'apan. 


On the other hand, there will be 


hose who will justify the president 
n his action aud who will Insist that 
he dispatch of the fleet by him was 


stroke of genius which prevented 


rouble with Japan, and that the re- 
call of Aoki has been provoked by the 
reactionary party at home because he 
ailed to bluster sufficiently to pre- 
•ent the dispatch of the fleet. 


What Action Means to Amerfca. 
The one thing which can be stated 


>ositively in this serious situation— 
jecause the situation certainly is seri- 
ous—Is that the United States loses a 
friend In the departure of Viscount 
Aoki. 


Since he came here In May, 1906, 


ils course as a diplomat has been 
marked by extraordinary tact, wisdom, 
and friendliness toward the people to 
whom he was accredited. He secured 
.he confidence of the president and 
the secretary of state almost- imme- 
diately after his arrival. 


They recognized in him not only a 


diplomat of rare ability but an orient- 
al with an extraordinary capacity to 
appreciate European and American 
civilization and its point ot view. He 
was in closer touch with the American 
sentiment on public questions than 
most of the members of the diplomatic 
corps. 


Almost ever since he has been here 


there have been the gravest kind of 
questions pending between the United 
States and Japan, and yet Viscount 
Aoki has never at any time displayed 
the slightest unfriendliness or hostil- 
ity, even when a mob in San Francis- 
co was ruthlessly inflicting injuries up-, 
on his countrymen. 


Friendship for U. S. Costs Post. 
It was undoubtedly his friendship 


for the United States and his appre- 
ciation of the fact that the people of 
this country had no real hostility to- 
ward Japan that cost the Japanese 
ambassador his place. 


One of the samurai, educated in 


Germany, having been ambassador to 
Berlin, after being minister there, Vis- 
count Aokl was, at the same time, the 
best possible representative of Japan 
and tho person best calculated to ad- 
Just differences with a European or 
American nation. 


He learned almost Immediately up- 


on his arrival here that the friendship 
for Japan manifested by Americans 
during the war with Russia was genu- 
ine and lasting. He was confronted 
almost at once with the school ques- 
tion In San Francisco, and 'he man- 


aged that, from the Japanese stand- 
point at least, with consummate abil- 
ity.

In order to insure a 
healthy social and Industrial life every 
big: corporation should be held respon- 
sible by and be accountable to some 
sovereign strong enough to control its 
conduct I am in no sense hostile to 
corporations. This Is an age of com- 
bination, and any effort to prevent all 
combination will be not only useless. 
bat In the end vicious, because of the 
contempt for law which the failure to 
enforce- law inevitably produces. 
We 


should, moreover, recognize in cordial 
and ample fashion the Immense good 
effected by corporate agencies in n 
country such as ours and the wealth 
of Intellect, energy and fidelity devoted 
to their service, and therefore normally 
to tho service of the public, by their of- 
ficers and directors. The corporation 
baa come to stay, Just as the trades 
union has come to stay. Each can do 
and has done great good. Each should 
be favored so long as It does good. 
Bat each should be sharply checked 
where It nets against law and Justice. 
• • • "The makers of our national 
constitution provided especially that 
the regulation of Interstate commerce 
should come within the sphere of the 
general government. The arguments 
In favor of their taking this stand were 
even then overwhelming. But they are 
far stronger today. In view of tho enor- 
mous development of great business 
agencies, usually corporate In form. 
Experience has shown conclusively 
that It Is useless to try to get nny ade- 
quate regulation and supervision of 
these great corporations by state ac- 
tion. Such regulation and supervision ! 
can only be effectively exercised by n 
sovereign whoso Jurisdiction Is coex- 
tensive with the field of work of the 
corporations—that is. by the national 
government. I believe that this regu- 
lation and supervision can bo obtained 
by the enactment of law by the con- 
gress. • • • Our steady aim should 
b* by legislation, cautiously and care- 
fully undertaken, but resolutely per- 
•evered in, to assert the sovereignty of 
the national government by affirmative 
action.

adequate supervision and regulation as 
will prevent nny restriction of com- 
petition from being to the detriment of i 
the public, as well as such supervision i 
and regulation as will prevent other j 
abuses In no v.-ay connected with re- i 
strlction of competition."

Should Re Amended to Permit Proper 


Combinations In Business. 


Moreover. In my judgment, then- 


shouhl be additional legislation looking 
to tho proper control of the great busi- 
ness concerns engaged In interstate 
business, this control to bo exercised 
for their own benefit and prosperity no 
loss than for the protection of invest- 
ors and of tho general public. As I 
have repeatedly said In messages to 
the congress and elsewhere, experience 
has definitely shown not merely the 
unwisdom, but the futility, of endeav- 
oring to put a stop to all business com- 
binations. 
Modem Industrial condi- 


tions arc such that combination is not 
only necessary, but Inevitable. It is 
so in the world of business just as it Is 
so in the world of labor, and It is ns 
Idle to desire to put an end to all cor- 
porations, to all big combinations of 
capital, as to desire to put an end to 
combinations of labor. Corporation and 
labor union alike have come to stay. 
Each if properly managed Is a source 
of good and not evil. 
Whenever in 


either there Is evil it should be prompt- 
ly held to account, but it should re- 
ceive hearty encouragement so long as 
it is properly managed. It is profound- 
ly immoral to put or keep on tho stat- 
ute books a law, nominally In the In- 
terest of public morality, that really 
puts a premium upon public Immoral- 
ity by undertaking to forbid honest 
men from doing what must be done 
under modern business conditions, so 
that the law Itself provides that its 
own Infraction must be the condition 
precedent. upon business success. To 
aim at the accomplishment of too 
much usually means the accomplish- 
ment of too little and often the doing 
of positive damage. In my message to 
the congress a year ago. In speaking of 
the antitrust laws. 1 said: 


"The actual working of our laws bus

This means that the sub- 
ject cannot with wisdom be dealt with 
In the year preceding a presidential 
election, because, as a matter of fact, 
experience has conclusively shown 
that at such a time It is impossible to 
get men to treat it from the standpoint 
of the public good. In my Judgment, 
the wise time to deal with the matter 
is Immediately after such election. 


Income Tax and Inheritance Tax. 


When our tax laws are revised the 


question of an income tax and an In- 
heritance tax should receive the care- 
ful attention of our legislators. In my 
judgment, both of these taxes should 
be part of our system of federal taxa- 
tion. I speak diffidently about the In- 
come tax because one scheme for an In- 
come tax was declared unconstitution- 
al by the supreme court, while in addi- 
tion it is a difficult tax to administer 
in its practical working, and great 
care would have to be exercised to see 
that It was not evaded by tae very 
men whom it was most desirable to 
have taxed, for if so evaded it would 
of course be worse than no tax at all, 
ns the least desirable of all taxes Is 
the .tax which bears heavily upon the 
honest as compared with the dishonest 
man. 
Nevertheless a graduated In- 


come tax of the proper type would be 
a desirable feature of federal taxation, 
and it is to be hoped that one may be 
devised which the supreme court will 
declare constitutional. The inheritance 
tax. however, is both a far better 
method of taxation and far more Im- 
portant for the purpose of having the 
fortunes of the country bear In pro- 
portion to their increase In size a cor- 
responding Increase and burden of tas- 
ation. The government has the abso- 
lute right to decide as to the terms 
upon which a man shall receive a be- 
quest or devise from another, and this 
point in the devolution of property Is 
especially appropriate for the Imposi- 
tion of a tax. Laws imposing such 
taxes have repeatedly been placed 
upon the national statute books and as 
repeatedly declared constitutional by 
the courts, nnd these laws contained 
the progressive principle—that Is, after 
a certain amount la reached the be- 
quest or gift. In life or death, is In- 
creasingly burdened and the rate of 
taxation Is increased In proportion to 
the remoteness of blood of the man re- 
ceiving the bequest These principles 
are recognized already In the leading 
civilized nations of the world. In Great 
Britain all the estates -worth $5,000 or 
less are practically exempt from death 
duties, while the increase Is such that 
when an estate exceeds $5,000,000 in 
value and passes to a distant kinsman 
or stranger in blood the government 
receives all told an amount equivalent 
to nearly a fifth of the whole estate. 
In France so much of an Inheritance 
as exceeds $10,000,000 pays over a 
fifth to the state if It passes to * dls-. 
tant relative. The German law Is es- 
pecially Interesting to «s because It 
makes the Inheritance tax an Impe- 
rial measure, while allotting to the 
Individual states of the empire a por- 
tion of tho proceeds and permitting 
them to Impose taxes In addition to 
those Imposed by the imperial govern- 
ment. Small inheritances are exempt, 
but the tax Is so sharply progressive 
that when the Inheritance is still not 
very large, provided It Is not an agri- 
cultural or a forest land, it Is taxed at 
the rate of 25 per cent If It goes to dis- 
tant relatives. 


There Is no reason why In the Unit- 


ed States the national government 
should not Impose Inheritance taxes in 
addition to those Imposed by the 
states, and when we last had an Inher- 
itance tax about one-half of the states 
levied such taxes concurrently with 
the national government, making a 
combined maximum rate in some cases 
as high ns 25 per cent The French 
law has one feature which is to be 
heartily commended. The progressive 
principle Is so applied that each high- 
er rate is Imposed only on the excess 
nbove the amount subject to the next 
lower rate, so that each Increase of 
rate will apply only to a certain 
amount above a certain maximum. 
The tax should If possible be made to 
bear more heavily upon those residing 
•without the country than within It. A 
heavy progressive tax upon a very 
large fortune Is in no way such a tax 
upon thrift or Industry as a like tax 
would be on a small fortune. No ad-, 
vantage comes either to the country as 
a whole or to the Individuals inheriting 
the money by permitting the transmis- 
sion in their entirety of the enormous 
fortunes which would be affected by 
such a tax, aud as an Incident to its 
function of revenue raising such a tax 
would help to preserve a measurable 
equality of opportunity for the people 
of tho generations growing to man- 
hood. We havo not,the slightest sym- 
pathy with that socialistic idea which 
would try to put laziness, thriftless- 
ness and inefficiency on a par with In- 
dustry, thrift and efficiency, which 
would strive to break up not merely 
private property, but, what is far more 
Important, the home, the chief prop 
upon which our whole civilization 
stands. Such a theory, if ever adopt- 
ed, would mean the ruin of the entire 
country—a ruin 
which would bear 


heaviest upon the weakest, upon those 
least able to shift for themselves. But 
proposals for legislation such as this 
herein advocated are directly opposed 
to this class of socialistic theories. Our 
aim is to recognize what-Lincoln point- 
ed out—the fact that there are some 
respects In which men nre obviously 
not equal, but also to Insist that thero 
should be an equality of self respect 
and of mutual respect, an equality ot 
rights before the law and at least an 
approximate equality In the conditions 
under which each man obtains the 
chance to show the stuff that Is In htm 
when compared to his fellows. 


A f&w years ago there was loud com- 


plaint that the law could not be In- 
voked against wealthy offenders. Ther« 
is no such complaint now. The count) 
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of the department of justice during th'e 
past few years has been such as to 
make it evident that no man stands 
above the law; that no corporation Is 
so wealthy that it cannot be held to 
account. 'The department of justice 
has been as prompt to proceed against 
the wealthiest malefactor whose crime 
was one of greed and cunning as to 
proceed ngalust the agitator who In- 
cites to brutal violence. 
Everything 


that can be done under the existing 
law and with the existing state of pub- 
lic opinion, which so profoundly Influ- 
ences both the courts and juries, has 
been done, but the laws themselves 
need strengthening In more than one 
Important point They should be made 
more definite, so that no honest man 
can be led unwittingly to break them 
and so that the real wrongdoer can be 
readily punished. 


Moreover, there must be the public 


opinion back of the laws or the laws 
themselves will be of no avail.

present, while the average juryman un- 
doubtedly wishes to see trusts broken 
up and Is quite ready to fine the cor- 
, poratlon itself, he Is very reluctant to 


find the facts proven beyond a reason- 
able doubt when it comes to sending to 
jail a member of the business com- 
munity for indulging In 
practices 


•which are profoundly unhealthy, but 
which unfortunately the business com- 
munity has grown to recognize as 
•well nigh normal. Both the present 
condition of the law and the present 
temper of juries render It a task of ex- 
treme difficulty to get at the real 
•wrongdoer in any such case, especially 
by Imprisonment, yet it is from every

The pub- 
lic and the representatives of the pub- 
lic, the high officials, whether on the 
bench or In executive or legislative po- 
sitions, need to remember that often 
the most dangerous criminals, so far as 
the life of the nation is concerned, are 
not those who commit the crimes 
known to and condemned by the popu 
lar conscience for centuries, but those 
who commit crimes only rendered pos 
Bible by the complex conditions of our 
modern Industrial life. It makes not a 
particle of difference whether these 
crimes are committed by a capitalist or 
' by a laborer, by a leading banker ot 
manufacturer or railroad man or by a 
leading representative of a labor uniou. 
Swindling In stocks, corrupting legis 
latures, making fortunes by the infla 
tlon of securities, by wrecking railroads 
by destroying competitors through re 
bates—these forms of wrongdoing In 
the capitalist are far more infamous 
than any other form of embezzlement or 
forgery, yet it is a matter of extreme 
difficulty to secure the punishment of 
the men most guilty of them, most re- 
sponsible for them. The business man 
who condones such conduct stands 011 
a level with the labor man who de- 
liberately supports n corrupt dema- 
gogue and agitator, whether head of a 
union or head of some municipality, 
because he Is said to have "stood by 
the union." The members of the busi- 
ness community, tbe educators or 
clergymen who condone and encourage 
the first kind of wrongdoing are no 
more dangerous to the community, but 
are morally even worse, than the labor 
men who are guilty of the second type 
of wrongdoing, because less Is to be 
pardoned those who have no such ex- 
cuse as Is furnished either by Igno- 
rance or by dire need.

The federal courts must of course 


decide ultimately what are the respec- 
tive spheres of state and nation In con- 
nection with any law. state or national, 
and they must decide definitely and 
finally in matters affecting individual 
citizens, not only as to the rights and 
wrongs of labor, but as to the rights 
and wrongs of capital, and the na- 
tional government must always see 
that the decision of the court Is put 
Into effect. The process of injunction 
Is an essential adjunct of the court's 
doing its work well, and as preventive 
measures are always better than remo: 
dial the wise mse of this process i? 
from every standpoint commendable. 
But where it is recklessly or unneces- 
sarily used the abuse should be ceti 
sured, above all by the very men who 
are properly anxious to prevent any ef- 
fort to shear the courts of this neces 
sary power. The court's decision must 
be final. The protest Is only against tho 
conduct of Individual judges In need- 
lessly anticipating such final decision 
or In the tyrannical use of what Is 
nominally a temporary Injunction to 
accomplish what Is In f act a permanen 
decision.

ner. In March lust John F. Stevens, 
chairman of the commission and chief 
engineer, resigned, and the commis- 
sion was reorganised and constituted 
as follows: Lieutenant Colonel George 
W, Goethals, corps of engineers, Unit- 
ed States army, chairman and chief en- 
gineer; Major D, IX Gailla.nl, corps of 
engineers, United States army; Major 
William L. Slbert, corps of engineers, j 
tTnited States army! Civil Engineer H. 
H. Rousseau, United States navy; J. 
Cv S> Blackburn; Colonel W, 0. Gorgas, 
United States army, and Jackson 
Smith, commissioners. This change of 
authority and direction went into ef- 
fect on April 1 without causing a per- j 
ceptible check to the progress of the i 
work. In Mareu the total excavation ' 
In the Culebra cut where effort was j 
chiefly concentrated, was 815.279 cubic 
yards. In April this was Increased to 
879,527 enWc yards. There was a con- 
siderable decrease lu the output for 
May nnd June owing partly to the ad- 
vest of the rainy season and partly to 
temporary trouble with the steam shov- 
el men over the question of wages. 
This trouble wa* settled satisfactorily 
to nil parties, and in July the total ex- 
cavntlon advanced materially, and In 
August the grand total from all points 
In the canal prism by steam shovels 
and dredges exceeded all previous 
United States records, reaching 1,274,- 
404 cubic yards. In September this 
record was eclipsed, and a total of 
1£17,412 cubic yards was removed. Of 
this amount 1.4SL307 cubic yards were 
from tho canal prism and 30,103 cable ! 
yards wero from accessory works,! 
These results were- nchicvwl In the '. 
rainy season with a rainfall in August 
of 11.S9 Inches and in September of 
11.65 Inches, Finally in October the 
record was again eclipsed, the total ex- ; 
cavatlon being 1,868,729 cubic yards, n j 
truly extraordlanry record, especially j 
In view of tho heavy rainfall, which 
was 17.1 Inches. In fact, experience i 
during the last tivo rainy seasons dem- 
onstrates that the rains are a less seri- 
ous obstacle to progress than baa hith- 
erto been supposed. 


Work on tho locks and dams at Git- 


tun, which besrau actively in Marc!) 
lost has advanced so far that It Is 
thought that masonry work on Un- 
locks can be begun within fifteen 
months. In order to remove all doubt 
ns to the satisfactory character of tlio j 
foundations for the locks of tho cannl 
th« secretary of war requested three 
eminent civil engineers of spoclal ex- 
perience In such construction, Alfred 
Noble, Krcdeiij I*. Stearns nnd John 
K. Freeman, T? visit the Isthmus nnd 
make thorough personal Investigations 
of the sites. Those gentlemen went to 
tho Isthmus In April and by means of j 
test pits which bad been dug for the 
purpose they Inspected the proposed 
foundations nnd also examined the 
borings that hud been made. In their 
report to tlie secretary of war under 
dato of May 2, 1907. they said. "We ' 
found thut nil of tho locks of the di- 
mensions now proposed will rest upon j 
rock of such character that It will fur- ! 
nlsh a safe and stable foundation." j 
Subsequent new borings conducted by j 
the prosont commission have fully con- ' 
firmed this verdict They show that 
tho locks will rust on rock for their ! 
entire length. Tbo cross section of the 
dam and method of construction will 
• 


be such as to Insure against any slip I 
or sloughing off. Similar examinations ' 
of the foundations of the locks und 
dams on tho Pacific side are In prog- ' 
ress. I believe that tlio locks should lie '

needed for construction has been pur- i 
chased or contracted for. Machine • 
shops have been erected and equipped 
i 


for making nil needed repairs to the ' 
plant many thousands of employees j 
hove been secured, an effective organ- ! 
ization has been perfected, a recruiting ! 
system Is In operation which Is capa- 
ble of furnishing more labor than can 
be used advantageously, employees are 
well sheltered and well fed, salaries 
paid are satisfactory and the work Is 
not only'going forward smoothly, but 
it is producing results far hi advance 
of the most, sanguine anticipations. 
Under these favorable conditions a 
change In the method of prosecuting 
the work would be unwise and unjus- 
tifiable, for It would Inevitably disor- 
ganize existing conditions, check prog- 
ress and Increase the coet and lengthen 
the time of completing the canal. 


The chief engineer and all his pro- 


fessional associates are firmly con- 
vinced that the eighty-five feet level 
lock cnnal which they are constructing 
is the best that could be desired. Some 
of them had doubts on this point when 
they went to the Isthmus. As the 
plans have developed under their di- 
rection their doubts have been dis- 
pelled. 
While they may decide upon 


changes in detail ns construction ad- 
vances, they are in hearty accord in 
approving the general plan. They be- j 
Ileve that It provides a canal not only 
adequate to all demands that will be j 
made upon it, but superior In every 
way to a sea level cnnal. I concur in 
this belief. 


Postal Affairs. 


I commend to the favorable consid- 


eration of the congress a postal sav- 
ings bank system ns recommended by 
the postmaster general. The primary 
object is to encourage among our peo- 
ple economy nnd thrift and by the use 
of postal snvlngg banks to give them 
an opportunity to husband their re- 
sources, pnrtlcularly those who have 
not the facilities at hand for deposit- 
Ing their money In navfngs banks. 
.Viewed, however, from the experience 


'post Yew" weeks" it B evident 


that the advantages of such as Institu- 
tion are still more far reaching. Tim- 
id depositors have withdrawn their 
savings" for the time being from na- 
tional baufcc, trust companies and sav- 
ings banks, Individuals hare hoarded 
their cash and the worklngmen tLelr 
earnings, all of which money has bwn 
Withheld and kept in hiding or in the 
•afe deposit box to tha detriment of 
proapority. Through the agency of the 
postal savings banks such money would 
bo restored to the channels of trade, to 
the mutual benefit of capital and la- 
bor. 


PARCELS^POSTS. 


Extension ol Tbl* Service Advtablo, 


Especially Id Rural Delivery. 


I further commend to the cougresn 


toe consideration of th« postmaster 
Keocral** recommendation for an ex- 
tension of the parcel post, especially 
on tho rural route*. Thero aro now 
88,315 rural routes, sen-Ing noarly ID,- 
000,000 people who do not havo thu 
advantages of the Inhabitants of cities 
in obtaining their supplies. Theso rec- 
ommendations have been drawn up tc 
benefit the farmer and tha country 
storekeeper. Otherwise I should not 
favor them, for I believe that it Is 
good policy for our government to do 
everything possible to aid Ui« small 
towu nud tho country district. It Is 
desirable that the country merchant 
should not bo crushed out. 


Tho fourth class postmasters* con- 


vention has passed a very strong reso- 
lution in favor of placing th« fourth 
dasB postmasters under the civil serv- 
ice law. 
Tho administration has al- 


ready put Into effect the policy of re- 
fusing to remove auy fourth class post- 
masters save for reasons connected 
with tiie good of the service, and it Is 
endeavoring so far ns possible to ro- 
move them from the domain of parti- 
win politics. It would be a most de- 
sirable thins to put tho fourth class 
postmasters In the classified sen-ice. 
It Is possible that this might bo done 
without congressional action; but, ns j 
the matter Is debatable, -I earnestly I 
recommend that the congress enact a 
law providing that they be Included I 
under the civil service law and put In 
tlM classified service.

Mining. 


A bureau of mines should be created 


under the control and direction of the 
secretary of the interior, the bureau to 
have power to collect statistics and 
make investigations In all matters per- 
taining to mining, nnd particularly to 
the accidents and danger* of the In- 
dustry-. If tats cannot now be done at 
least additional appropriations should 
be glvun the interior department to bo 
used for the study of mining condi- 
tions, for tho prevention of fraudulent 
mining schemes, for carrying on the 
•work of mapping the mining districts, 
fpr studying methods of minimizing 
tho accidents and dangers In the In 
dnstry—In short to aid in all proper 
ways the development of tho mining 
industry. 


Th» Hermitage. 


I strongly recommend to the con- 


gress to provide funds for keeping up 
The Hermitage, the home of Andrew 
Jackson, those funds ' to be used 
through the existing Hermitage asso- 
ciation for the preservation of a his- 
toric building which should' ever be 
dear to Americans. 


Vloktburg National Park. 


I further recommend that a naval 


monument bo established In the Vlcks- 
burg National park. This national 
park gives a unique opportunity for 
commemorating tho deeds of those gal- 
lant men who fought on water no less 
than of those who fought on land in 
the great civil war. 


Th» Thirteenth Census. 


Legislation should be enacted at the 


present session of the congress for the 
thirteenth census. The establishment 
of the permanent census bureau af- 
fords the opportunity for a better cen- 
sus than wo have ever ha3, but in or- 
der to realize the full advantage of the 
permanent organization ompl* time 
moat be given for preparation. 


• 
Tho Public Health. 


Thero is a constantly growing inter- 


est in this country In the question of 
the public health. At last the public 
mind Is awake to the fact that many 
diseases, notably tuberculosis, are na- 
tional scourges. The work of the state 
and city boards of health should be 
supplemented by a. constantly Increas- 
ing Interest on the part of the national 
government The congress has already 
provided a bureau of public health and 
has provided for a hygienic laboratory. 
There are other valuable laws relating 
to the public health connected with the 
various 
departments. 
This 
whole 


branch of tho government should bo 
strengthened and ulded in every way. 


Governmental Commission*. 


I cnll attention to two government 


commissions which I have appointed 
and which have already done excellent 
work. Tho first of these has to do 
with the organization of tho scientific 
work of tho government, which has 
grown up wholly without plan and is 
in consequence so unwisely distributed 
omong the executive departments that 
much of Its effect Is lost for the lack 
of proper co-ordination. This commis- 
sion's chief object Is to Introduce n 
planned nnd orderly development nnd 
operation In the place of the HI assort- 
ed nnd often Ineffective grouping and 
methods of work which havo prevail- 
ed. This cannot be done without leg- 
islation, nor would it be feasible to 
deal In detail with so complex an ad- 
ministrative problem by specific pro- 
visions of law. I recommend that the 
president be given authority to concen- 
trate related Hues of work nnd reduce 
duplication by executive order through 
transfer and consolidation of lines of 
work. 


Tho second committee, that on de- 


partment methods, was instructed to In- 
vestigate and report upon the changes 
needed to place the conduct of the ex- 
ecutive force of the government on 
the most economical and effective ba- 
sis In the light of the best modern 
business practice. The committee has 
made very satisfactory progress. An- 
tiquated practices and bureaucratic 
ways have been abolished, and a gen- 
eral renovation of departmental meth- 
ods has been Inaugurated. 
All that 


can be done by executive order haa al- 
ready been accomplished or will be 
put into effect in the near future. The 
work ot the main committee and Its 
several assistant committees has pro- 
duced a wholesome awakening on the 
part of the great body of officers and 
employees engaged 
In government 


work. In nearly every department nnd 
office there has been a careful self In- 
spection for the purpose of remedying 
nny defects before they could be made 
the subject of adverse criticism. This 
has led individuals to n wider study 
of the work on which they were en- 
gaged, and this study has resulted In 
Increasing thoir efficiency lu their re- 
spective lines of work. There are rec- 
ommendations of special Importance 
from the committee on the subject of 
personnel and the classification of sal- 
aries which will require legislative ac- 
tion before they can be put Into ef- 
fect. It is my Intention to submit to 
£he congress in the near future a spe- 
cial message on those subjects. 


CAMPAIfiNJXPENSES. 


Corporations Should Not Contribute and 


Gifts Should Be Published. 


Under our form of government vot- 


ing Is not merely a right, but a duty, 
and, moreover, a fnndnmental and nec- 
essary duty If:a man Is to bo n good 
citizen. It Is well to provide that cor- 
porations shall not contribute to presi- 
dential or national campaigns nnd fur- 
thermore to provide for the publication 
of both contributions nnd expenditures. 
There Is, however, always dnngcr In 
laws of tnls kind, which from their 
very nature nro difficult of enforce- 
ment, the danger being lest they be 


oBeyeO"ohIy b> t 
ed by the unscrupulous, so as to act 
only as a penalty -upon honest men. 
Moreover, uo such law -would hamper 
an unscrupulous man of unlimited 
means from buying his own way Into 
office. There Is a very radical meas- 
ure which would, I believe, work a 
substantial improvement in our sys- 
tem of conducting a campaign, al- 
though I am well aware that It will 
take some time for people so to famil- 
iarize themselves with such a proposal 
as to be willing to consider its adop- 
tion. The need for collecting large 
campaign funds would vanish if con- 
gress provided on appropriation for 
the proper and legitimate expenses of 
each of the grew! national parties, an 
appropriation ample enough to meet 
the necessity for thorough organiza- 
tion and machinery, which requires a 
large expenditure of money. Then tho•: 
stipulation should be made that no 
party receiving campaign funds from 
the treasury should accept more than 
a fixed amount from any Individual 
subscriber or donor, and the necessary 
publicity for receipts nnd expenditures , 
could without' difficulty be provided, j 


A National Gallery of Art. 
i 


There should be a national gallery 


of art established in the Capital City 
of this country. This is Important not 
merely to the artistic, but to the ma- 
terial, welfare of the country, and the 
people are to be congratulated on the 
fact that the movement to establish 
such a gallery is taking definite form 
under the guidance of the Smithsonian 
Institution. 
So far from there being 


a tariff on works of art brought Into 
the country, their Importation should 
be encouraged In every way. 
There 


have been no sufficient collections of 
objects of art by the government and 
what collections have been acquired 
are scattered and are generally placed 
in unsuitable and imperfectly lighted ; 
galleries. 


BIOLOGIC^ SURVEY. 


Its Great Work In Behalf of Our Agri- 


cultural Interests. 


The biological survey Is quietly 


working for the good of our agricul- 
tural Interests and Is an excellent ex- 
ample of a government bureau which 
conducts original scientific research 
the findings of which are of much 
practical utility. For more than twen- 
ty years It has studied tho food liablts 
of birds' and mammals that are inju- 
rious or beneficial to agriculture, hor- 
ticulture and forestry, has distributed 
illustrated bulletins on tho subject and 
has labored to secure legislative pro- 
tection for the beneficial species. The 
cotton boll weevil, which has recently 
overspread tho cotton bolt of Texas 
and Is steadily extending Its range, is 
said to cause an annual loss of about 
$3,000,000. 
Tho'biological survey has 


ascertained and given wide publicity 
to the fact that at least forty-three 
kinds of birds prey upon this destruc- 
tive Insect It has discovered that fif- 
ty-seven' species of birds feed upon 
scale Insects, dreaded enemies of the 
fruit grower. It has shown that wood- 
peckers as n class by destroying tho 
larvae of wood boring Insects are so 
essential to tree life that It is doubtful 
If our forests could exist without them. 
It has shown that cuckoos and orioles 
are the natural enemies of the leaf 
eating caterpillars that destroy our 
Rhode and fruit trees; that pur quails 
and sparrows consume annually hun- 
dreds of tons of seeds of noxious 
•weeds; that hawks and owls as a class 
(excepting the few that kill poultry 
and game birds) are markedly benefl- 
clnl, spending their lives in catching 
grasshoppers, mice and other pests 
that prey upon the products of hus- 
bandry. It has conducted field experi- 
ments for the purpose of devising and 
perfecting simple methods for holding 
in check the hordes of destructive ro- 
dents—rats, mice, rabbits, 
gophers, 


prairie dogs imd ground squirrels— 
which annually destroy crops worth 
many millions of dollars, and It has 
published practical directions for the 
destruction of wolves and coyotes on 
the stock ranges of the west, resulting 
during the past year In an estimated 
saving of cattle and sheep valued at 
upward of a million dollars. 


It has inaugurated a system of in- 


spection at the principal ports of en- 
try on both Atlantic and Pacific coasts 
by means of which the introduction of 
noxious mammals and birds Is pre- 
vented, thus keeping out the mongoose 
and certain birds which are as much 
to be dreaded as the previously Intro- 
duced English sparrow and the house 
rats and mice. 


In the Interest of game protection li 


has co-operated with local officials in 
every state in the Union, -has striven 
to promote uniform legislation In the 
several states, has rendered Important 
service in enforcing the federal law 
regulating interstate traffic in game 
and has shown how game protection 
may be made to yield a large revenue 
to the state, a revenue amounting In 
the case of Illinois to $128,000 In a 
single year. 


The biological survey' has explored 


the faunas and floras of America with 
reference to the distribution of ani- 
mals and plants. It has defined and 
mapped the natural life areas—areas I 
in' which, by reason of prevailing ell-! 
made conditions, certain kinds of ani- 
mals and plants occur—and has point- 
ed out the adaptability of these arena 
to the cultivation of particular crops. 
The results of these Investigations ore 
not only of high educational value, but 
are worth each year to the progressive 
fanners of the country many times the 
cost of maintaining the survey, which. 
It may be added. Is exceedingly small. 
I recommend to congress that this bu- 
reau, whose usefulness Is seriously 
handicapped by lack of funds, be 
granted an appropriation In some de- 
gree commennnrate with the Impor- 
tance of the work It is doing. 


"I call your especial attention* to tSe 
unsatisfactory condition of our foreign 
moll service, which because of the 
lack of American steamship . lines Is 
now largely done through foreign lines 
and which, particularly so far as South 
and Central America are concerned, is 
done in a manner which constitutes a 
serious barrier to the extension of our 
commerce. 


The time has come. In my Judgment 


to »et to work seriously to make our 
oc*an mail service correspond more 
closely with our recent commercial and 
political development 
A beginning 


was made by the ocean mail act of 
March 3, 1881, but even at that time 
the act was known to be inadequate in 
various particulars. Since that tune 
events have moved rapidly in our nls- 
tory. We have acquired Hawaii, the 
Philippines and .lesser Islands in the 
Pacific. We are steadily prosecuting 
the great work of uniting at the Isth- 
mus the waters of the Atlantic and 
the Pacific. To a greater extent than 
seemed probable even a dozen years 
ago we may look to an American fu- 
ture on the sea worthy of the tradi- 
tions of our past As the first step in 
that direction and the step most feasi- 
ble at the present time I recommend 
the extension of the ocean mall act of 
1891. That act has stood for some years 
free from successful criticism of its 
principle and purpose. It was based 
on theories of the obligations of a 
great maritime nation, undisputed In 
our own land and followed by other 
nations since the beginning of steam 
navigation. Briefly those theories are 
that it is the duty of a first class pow- 
er so far as practicable to carry its 
ocean malls under its own Bag; that 
the fast ocean steamships and their 
crews, required for such mall service, 
are invaluable auxiliaries to the sea 
power of a nation. Furthermore, the 
construction of such steamships In- 
eures the maintenance in an efficient 
condition of the shipyards in which our 
battleships must be built 


The expenditure of public money for 


the performance of such necessary 
functions of government is certainly 
warranted, nor is it necessary to dwell 
upon the Incidental benefits to our for- 
eign commerce, to the shipping Indus- 
try and shlpownlng nnd navigation 
which will accompany the discharge of 
these urgent public duties, though they, 
too, should have weight. 


The only serious question is whether 


at this time we can afford to Improve 
our ocean mall service as It should be 
improved. 
All doubt on this subject 


Is removed by the reports of the post- 
office department. For tho fiscal year 
ended June 30, 1007, that deportment 
estimates that the postage collected on 
the articles exchanged with foreign 
countries other than Canada and Mex- 
ico amounted to $0,570,043.48, or $3,637,- 
220.81 more than tho net cost of the 
service exclusive of the cost of trans- 
porting the articles between the United 
States exchange postofflccs and the 
United States postoffices at which they 
were mailed or delivered. In other 
words, the government of the United 
States, having assumed a monopoly of 
carrying the mails for the people. Is 
making a profit of over $3,600,000 by 
rendering a cheap and Incident serv- 
ice. That profit I believe should be de- 
voted to strengthening our maritime 
power in those directions where It will 
best promote our prestige. The coun- 
try is familiar with the facts of our 
maritime Impotence in the harbors of 
tho great and friendly republics of 
South America. Following the failure 
of the shipbuilding bill we lost our 
only American line of steamers to Aus- 
tralasia, and that loss on the Pacific 
has become a serious embarrassment 
to the people of Hawaii a*nd has whol- 
ly cut off the Samoan islands from 
regular communication with the Pa- 
cific coast Puget sound in the year 
has lost over half (four out of seven) 
of its American steamers trading with 
the orient. 


We now pay, under the net of 1891, 


$4 a statute mile outward to 20 knot 
American mall steamships built accord- 
Ing to naval plans, available as cruis- 
ers and manned by Americans. Steam- 
ships of that speed are confined ex- 
clusively to transatlantic* trade with 
New York. To steamships of 16 knots 
Or over only $2 a mile can be paid, and 
it is steamships of this speed and type 
which are needed to meet the require- 
ments of mall service to South Amer- 
ica, Asia (Including tho Philippines) 
and Australia. I strongly recommend, 
therefore, a simple amendment to the 
ocean mall act of 1891 which shall 
authorize the postmaster general in his 
discretion to enter into contracts for

The profit of $3,600,000 


which has been mentioned will fully 
cover the maximum annual expendi- 
ture Involved In this recommendation 
and, it is believed, will in time establish 
the lines so urgently needed. 
The 


proposition Involves no new principle, 
but permits the efficient discharge of 
public functions now inadequately per- 
formed or not performed at all. 


Not only there Is not now, but there 


never has been, any other nation In the 
world so wholly free from the evils of 
militarism as Is ours. There never has 
been any other large nation, not.even 
China, which for so long a period haa 
had relatively to Its numbers so small 
n regular army ns has ours. Never at 
any time in our history has this na- 
tion suffered from militarism or been 
In the remotest danger of suffering 
from militarism. Never at any time of 
our history has the regular army been 
of a size which caused the slightest 
appreciable tax upon the taxpaylng 
citizens of the nation. Almost always 
It has been too small In size nnd un- 
derpaid. Never In our entire history 
hna the nation suffered In the least par- 
ticnlar because, too.much sure has 


given to "fbii" army/'focT mucn promt 
nence given it too much money spent 
upon it or because it has been too 
large. But again and again we hare 
suffered because enough care has: not 
been given to It because it has been 
too small, because there has not been 
sufficient preparation hi advance for 
possible war. Every foreign war In 
which we have engaged has cost us 
many times the amount which, If wise- 
ly expended during the preceding yean 
of peace on the regular army, would 
have insured the war ending in but « 
fraction of the time and but for a frac- 
tion of the cost that was actually the 
case. As a nation we have always 
been shortsighted in providing for the 
efficiency of the army In time of peace. 
It is nobody's especial interest to make 
such provision, and no one looks ahead 
to war at any period, no matter how 
remote, as being a serious possibility, 
while an Improper economy, or, rath- 
er, niggardliness, can be practiced at 
the expense of the army with the cer- 
tainty that those practicing It will not 
be called to account therefor, but that 
the price will be paid by the unfortu- 
nate persons who happen to be In of- 
fice when a war does actually com*.- 


THE ARMY. 


No Ground For Demagogic Declamation 


Against Militarism. 


I think it is only lack of foresight 


that troubles us, not any hostility to 
the army. There are. of course, fool- 
ish people who denounce any care ot 
the army or navy as "militarism," but 
I do not think that these people are 
numerous. This country has to con- 
tend now and has bad to contend in 
the past with many evils, and there Is 
ample scope for all who would work 
for reform. But there is not one evil 
that now exists or that ever has exist- 
ed In this country which Is or ever 
has been owing In the smallest part 
to militarism. 
Declamation against 


militarism has no more serious place 
In an earnest and intelligent move- 
ment for righteousness in this country 
than declamation against the worship 
of Baal or Astaroth. It Is declama- 
tion against a nonexistent evil, one 
which never has existed In this coun- 
try and which has not the slightest 
chance of appearing here. 
We are 


glad to help in any movement for In- 
ternational peace, but this Is because 
•we sincerely believe that It is our duty 
to help all such movements, provided 
they arc sane and rational, and not be- 
cause there Is any tendency toward 
militarism on our part which needs 
to be cured. The evils we have to 
fight are those In connection with In- 
dustrialism, not militarism. Industry 
Is always necessary, Just as war Is 
sometimes necessary. 
Each has Its 


price, and industry in the United 
States now exacts and has always ex- 
acted a far heavier toll of death than 
all our wars put together. The statis- 
tics of the ranroads of this country 
for the year ended June 30, 1000, the 
last contained In the annual statistical 
report of the Interstate commerce com- 
mission, show in that one year a total 
of 103,324 casualties to persons, 'of 
•which 10.C1S represent the number of 
persons killed. In that wonderful hire 
of 
human activity, Plttsburg, 
the 


deaths due to industrial accidents in 
1006 were 010, all the result of acci- 
dents In mills, mines or on railroads. 
For the entire country, therefore, it Is 
safe to say that the deaths due to In- 
dustrial accidents aggregate !n the 
neighborhood of 20,000 a year. Such 
A record makes-the death rate in all 
our foreign wars utterly trivial by 
comparison. The number of deaths In 
battle In all the foreign wars put to- 
gether for the last century and a quar- 
ter aggregate considerably less than 
one year's death record for our indus- 
tries. A mere glance at these figures 
Is sufficient to show the absurdity of 
the outcry against militarism. 


But again and again In the past our 


little regular army has rendered serv- 
ice literally vital to the country, and it 
may at any time have to do so In the 
future. Its standard of efficiency and 
instruction Is higher now than ever 
in the past, but It Is too small. There 
are not enough officers, and it Is Im- 
possible to secure enough enlisted men. 
We should maintain In peace a fairly 
complete skeleton of a large army. A 
great and long continued war would 
have to be fought by volunteers, but 
months would pass before any large 
body of efficient volunteers could be 
put In the field, and our regular army 
should be large enough to meet any 
immediate need. In particular It la es- 
sential that we should possess a num- 
ber of extra officers trained in peace 
to perform efficiently the duties ur- 
gently required upon the breaking out 
of war. 


The medical corps should be mucX ' 


larger than the needs of our regulaf 
army In war. 
Yet at present It-is 


smaller than the needs of the service 
demand even In peace. The Spanish 
•war occurred less than ten years ago. 
The chief loss we suffered In It was 
by disease among the regiments which 
never left the country. At the mo- 
ment the nation seemed deeply impress- 
ed by this fact, yet seemingly It nan 
already been forgotten, for not the 
slightest effort has been made to pre- 
pare a medical corps of sufficient Blze 
to prevent the repetition of the -game 
disaster on a much larger scale If we 
should ever be engaged' In a serious 
conflict 
The trouble In the Spanish 


war was not with the then existing 
officials of the war department; It was 
with the representatives of the people 
as a whole who for the preceding thir- 
ty years had declined to make the 
necessary provision for the army. Un- 
less ample provision Is now made by 
conjrre&<i -to put the medical corps 
where It should bo put disaster In the 
next war la inevitable, and the respon- 
•Iblllty will not lie with those then in 
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with "tnose who now "decline 'to maEe' 
the necessary provision. A well or- 
ganized 
medical 
corps, 
thoroughly 


trained before the advent of war in 
all the important administrative duties 
of a military sanitary corps, is essen- 
tial to the efficiency of any large army, 
and especially of a large volunteer 
nrmy. 
Such knowledge of medicine 


and surgery as is possessed by the 
medical profession generally will not 
llone suffice to make an efficient mili- 
tary surgeon. He must have. In addi- 
tion, knowledge of the administration 
and sanitation of large field hospitals 
and camps in order to safeguard the 
health and lives of men intrusted tn 
great numbers to his care. A bill has 
long been pending before the congress 
foT the reorganization of the medical 
corps. Its passage is urgently needed. 


But the medical department Is not 


the only department for which increas- 
ed provision should be made. The rate 
of pay for the officers should be great- 
ly increased. There is no higher type 


ly evefJ"ai(Klern "array Tfi'tSe-Tvoricr, to 
do the skilled and unskilled labor in- 
separably connected with military ad- 
ministration, which Is now exacted 
without just compeueation, of enlisted , 
men who voluntarily entered the army 
to do service of an altogether different 
kind.

Among the officers there should lie 


severe examinations to weed out the 
tmfit up to the grade of major. From 
that position, on appointments should 
be solely by selection, and It should be

From 
the first round, when Burns showed that 
he could easily outpoint his man at clever 
boxing, to the fifth, when In a desperate 
rally Burns pounded the Englishman all 
over the ring, bringing the blood In spurts 
from his lips and nose, smiling satirically 
meanwhile at Molr's wild efforts to coun- 
ter the result was a foregone conclusion. 
Bv the fifth round the "Gunner" was 
•winging wildly, and there was little 
force behind his blows.

Philadelphia, Pa., Dec. 3.—Swarth- 


more college will reject the millions 
offered by Miss inna Jeans, an eccen- 
tric Quakeress, who bequeathed tho 
money to the Institution upon the con- 
dition that It give up all Intercol- 
legiate athletic contests, and particu- 
larly all football. 


President Joseph Swain, after ask- 


ing tho opinion of presidents of twen- 
ty-four 
colleges 
and 
universities, 


voiced the news to the trustees yestoiy 
day In a meeting at. ibo college. 


President Swain announced that ho 


voa opposed to the acceptance of the 
Klft on the ground that tho college's 
Ibcrty should not bo mortgaged. 


Directors Agree on Refusal. 


'I doubt, tho wisdom," ho said, "Of 


accepting without, qualification or con- 
itlons the gift of Miss Jeans. But it 
ho vuluo of tho gift Is large, 1 am 
willing and oven anxious to try the 
ixporlment with the understanding 
hat the property shall revert j.o tho 
executors of tho estate In. case the 
gift is found, after a fair trial, to be 
of less valuo to tho highest Interests 
of tlie college than the lack of free- 
lorn of the actions of the board, 
vhich tho conditions of the will 1m- 
jses." 
The trustees last night said that the 


opinion of President Swain was unan- 
mous with them and that the matter 
was practically closed. 
It was felt 


certain that the heirs of Miss Jeans 
would not agree to President Swain's 
imposition for an 
experiment and 


hat even It they were agreeable, It 
was not likely that the law would al- 
low them. 
The terms of the will were explicit 


and forbade any experiment without

and Michigan were non-committal oil 
the first two propositions. Every col- 
lege communicated with said no in an- 
swer to the third question, while sev» 
eral smaller ones said yes in reply t(~ 
the first and second.

slavery. Can we imagine a more dif- 
ficult position than that of an institu- 
tion bound to a trust the terms of 
which had become absolutely at vari- 
ance with society?"
